I think a lot of the taxes 
will generate more revenue 
this year,” said Miceli. “It 
may not be anywhere near as 
bad as forecasted.” 


MARCHESE: Mario 
Marchese, a member of the 
Wilmington School 
Committee, told the Crier that 
he would first look at health- 
care and seek to put residents 
currently on Mass Health into 
a privately managed, but pub- 
licly funded, health care plan. 
He estimates that alone would 
save $250 million a year. 

Marchese says he would 
also call for a moratorium on 
capital projects, for at least 
one year, and call for a hiring 
freeze at the state level to cap 
liabilities for pensions and 
healthcare. 

Marchese adds that he 
would not cut funding for new 
school buildings stating, “that 
money is already set aside 
and it should be spent. 
Massachusetts is so far 
behind in replacing our aging 
schools.” 

When pressed for specific 
budget cuts that he supports 
right now, Marchese respond- 
ed, “No, because I haven't 
had a chance to look at every- 
thing in detail. I want to make. 
an informed decision, look at 
the situation, and see how it 
will affect jobs.” 

Marchese is particularly 
sénsitive to laying off state 
workers because he doesn’t 
want to put more people in 
the unemployment line. 

“We need to analyze the bud- 
get from top to bottom and 
take a hard look at where our 
dollars are going,” said 
Marchese. “If it turns out that 
we have too many people in 
state government, put them 
back to work in the private 
séctor.” 


If elected/reelected what 
policy initiatives do you 
want to bring to Beacon 
Hill? 

MARCHESE: “Jobs, jobs, 
jobs, and more jobs,” said 
Marchese when he described 
his policy interests. He wants 
to cut the corporate tax rate 
and have the state commit to 
that rate to help provide a sta- 
ble, business-friendly climate. 

“Once you cut the corporate 
tax rate you incentivize com- 
panies to

“Right now, we do have peo- 
ple in the system and we’ve 
already committed to them, 
but we need to cap our pen- 
sion liability. For new people 
coming in, we need to look at 
what we can offer.” 

Marchese supports a 401K 
style system, where employ- 
ees contribute more to their 
own retirement instead of the 
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tracts with union groups, but 
feels that when contracts 
expire, “everything should be 
open to negotiation.” 

“I believe that towns should 
be able to offer the plan they 
want to because the town are 
ones paying the bill, assum- 
ing it doesn’t violate any con- 
tracts,” reiterated Marchese. 


Final Statements: 

“To the people’ in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, I 
want to offer you new ideas, a 
new perspective and a fresh 
start for Massachusetts. This 
is not the time to look back 
but to look forward, bring 
Massachusetts into the 2ist 
century, and I want to help 
lead that charge,” finished 
Marchese.

4:44.37
